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CHAPTER 690

AN ACT to create 37.11 (17) of the statutes, relating to the remission of
fees at Stout state college for certain nonresident students.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

37.11 (17) of the statutes is created to read:
37.11 (17) To remit either in whole or in part tuition, but not

incidental fees, to a number of needy and worthy nonresident students at
Stout state college not exceeding 8 per cent of the number of nonresident
students registered in the preceding year at such college, upon the basis
of merit, to be shown by suitable tests, examinations or scholastic records
and continued high standards of scholastic attainment.
